Berlin, June 30.—German business 


circles are not particularly concerned 


about the war with Italy, trade with 


that country having already fallen off 


sharply before it threw Its fortunes 


with tho Entente powers. 


In 1&13 German’s imports from Italy 
amounted to $75,000,000, and its ex­ 


ports thereto 103,000,000, but the re­ 
cent volume of the trade movement 
was much less than these figures. 
Italy has been taking, 
since 
the 
war began, more of German iron and 
steel than previously, hut the German 
market and those 
of 
Scandinavian 
countries are now keeping the iron 
works so busy that the cessation of 
Italian orders is not expected to in­ 
fluence the existing upward tendency 
of prices. 
Besides these goods Germany’s ex­ 
ports to Italy distribute themselves 
over a great variety of wares, very 
few of which exceeded $1,000.OOO in 
value; coal amounted to $3,500,000, 
and woolen goods and leather each 
to nearly $3,000,000. 
Under imports, raw silk alone rep­ 
resented more than one-third of the 
while, with $26,000,000, 
rawr 
hemp 
reached $3,000,000, and almonds near­ 
ly as much, but all other articles were 
shipped in smaller values. 
it had been hoped when the war 
began that Italy would prove very 
important to Germany as an alterna­ 
tive trade route 
with 
the 
United 
States and other over-sea countries, 
in addition to Holland and the Scan- 
dinavian countries; but these hopes 
have not been realized to any consid­ 
erable extent. 
Some months ago it was reported, 
for example, that hundreds of thou­ 
sands of bales of 
American 
cotton 
were lying at Genoa, but very little 
•f it found its way into Germany. 
It 
wag claimed by the Italian author- 
tics that their railways wrere not able 
to move it, but it is suspected in 
Germany that they did not wish to 
move it. 
Oranges, however, have been com-

’mounts, and as Germany has hither- 
o obtained by far the largest part ot 
ts supplies from Spain,

Lions, Tigers and Similar Beasts Be 
ing Fed on Horse Meat— Sales 
of Wild Animals Almost 
Thing of Past Now. 


Berlin, June SO.—The 
animals 
in 
German zoological gardens have had 
to put up with a war diet. 
A well 
known animal dealer of Hamburg has 
recently told how he carried his ani­ 
mals through the winter. 
His bears 
had been eating about 300,000 pounds 
of bread yearly, wrhich was their chief 
food; but they wrere put upon a diet 
of potatoes, turnips and other roots, 
with occasional additions of fish re­ 
fuse. 
Not only bread and grain, but 
also hay had to be taken away. 
Rhi­ 
noceroses, deer, antelopes and others 
that had hitherto been fed on hay, 
maize and oats, were put 
upon 
a 
mixed diet of acorns, horse-chestnuts, 
potatoes and, sliced roots of various 
kinds. 
Of 
course 
the 
lions, tigers and 
similar beasts had to continue to be 
fed on meat, which was mostly ob­ 
tained by killing 
old 
horses. 
The 
bones left over were ground into bone 
meal, which was mixed into the food 
of various oilier 
animals, 
and 
the 
offal was thrown to the hyenas and 
jackals. 
Thus all the aquatic birds, 
including cranes, which had hitherto 
been fed principally on grains of vari­ 
ous kinds, were given a mixture of 
mashed potatoes, 
boiled 
fish 
and 
bone meal, and they all did very well 
on this food. 
The sales of wrild animals in Ger­ 
many and Austria have almost wholly 
stopped. 
There 
is 
still a fair de­ 
mand from neutral countries, especi­ 
ally from the United States, but it is 
not possible to ship animals nowT, ow­ 
ing to he restrictions forced by Eng­ 
land. 
A shipment of East Indian ele­ 
phants was on the way to the United 
States when the war began, but the 
vessel had to put into the port of 
Massua, in Italian Somaliland; and it 
is assumed that the vessel and cargo 
will now be confiscated by the Utahan 
government. One of the most curious

that German soldiers in Russia are 
constantly applying for

catch vermin.

forming material such as alfalfa, oats 
and wheat bran, will be more vigorous 
and give better service than a bull 
permitted to run wyth the cows. It is 
very essential thaL the bull should 
have plenty of exercise, which he can­ 
not get if confined to a stall. 
Where 
it is impossible for the owner to fence 
securely about one acre for the bull, 
he eau very easily provide the neces­ 
sary exercise by stretching a strong 
wire between two substantial posts 
and fastening the bull by chain from 
the ring in his nose To a ring which 
slips loosely over the wire. This 
makes a secure fastening and one 
which experience has proved practi­ 
cable. 
When kept in this way the bull is 
also more easily managed. 
A dairy 
bull makes a dangerous pet, and 
should never be so far trusted as to 
be In a position where he can get the 
advantage of his attendant. Those un­ 
fortunate accidents which have some­ 
times occurred have usually been due 
to .overconfidence on the part of the 
attendant 
The bull should always be handled 
kindly and firmly, and should under­ 
stand that his attendant is his master. 
It is always advisable to train the bull 
calf to lead, and a ring should be 
placed in his nosA at an early date.

It is, therefore, doubly important that 
the farmer keeping dairy cows should 
be sure that his cows are giving him 
more than value received for what 
they cat. The way to bo sure of this 
is to have scales and a Babcock tester. 
This is only one of the reasons why 
farmers should test their cows for 
quantity and quality of product. 
Other reasons for cow-testing are: 
It enables the farm er.to eliminate 
cows that do not pay for their board. 
It saves many a good cow' from the 
ah a rn hies. 
V it is. an encourager of good feeding 
and good care. 
It gives the farmer an opportunity 
to build up a good producing herd. 
It increases one’s interest in dairy­ 
ing as a business rather than as a 
means of labor merely. 
In short, it is plain common sense.

Nogales, Arte., June 30— Although 
the Yaqui Indians of Sonora ave said 
to have declared war on tile United 
States—at least so far as American 
settlers in their region ire concerned 
—and United States warships have 
bren despatched to cope with the sit­ 
uation—-information as to the process 
by which this declaration of war was 
made is still lacking, 
.t is known 
that the tribe retains a political or­ 
ganization. 
What appears to be an 
almost mythical supreme jhief reigns 
in the hills above their valley and is 
said to direct the actions of the minor 
chiefs who have taken groups of the 
tribe into the Mexican 'warfare. 
The Associated Press correspondent, 
during a recent trip to the west coast 
with Carranza, learned this and a 
number of other interesting things 
concerning the Yaquis, about whom 
little ttue material has hitherto been 
published. 
Never W on to Civilization. 
Although they have been in almost 
constant warfare since the organiza­ 
tion of the Mexican natU n, the Yaquis 
never have been fully conquered or 
won over to ^ European 
civilization. 
But their struggle against the advance 
of civilization did not tFPume threat­ 
ening proportions until 
the 
recent 
revolutionary activities 
gave 
them 
modern war munitions and military 
training. 
Previously this most war­ 
like Mexican Indian had confined him 
self to guerilla fighting. The arming 
of the Yaquis to take part in Mexico’s 
domestic quarrel made possible their 
more extensive military movements, 
threatening not only the American 
colonists in the Yaqui valley about 
Guay mas. but the sovereignty of the 
Mexican race along that rich portion 
of the west coast 
The Yaqui region lies a few* miles 
inland from the important California 
gulf port city of Guay mas. 
The In­ 
dians years ago lost most of the rich 
agricultural lands in the valley'. Their 
strongholds are in the hill country, 
from which strong 
positions 
they 
make frequent raids on thc Mexican 
settlers in tho valley bcdow. 
It has 
been only recently that their assaults 
were directed against the American 
settlers in the valley, who h^d given 
the Indians profitable employment as 
laborers. 
Indians Armed and Enlisted. 
The Yaqui was not considered an 
especially dangerous neighbor until 
the advent of the constitutionalist rev­ 
olution. 
With the separation of the 
Carranza and Villa factions a struggle 
began between those two parties in 
Sonora state. 
The Indians already 
had been armed 
and 
enlisted 
as 
troops in the constitutionalist, army, 
doing the bulk of the desperate fight­ 
ing in the contests for the towns along 
the Arizona-Sonora border. These In­ 
dians w*ere considered 4 pacifico, 
or 
peaceful Yaquis. 
But on opportune 
occasions they demanded the return 
of their tribal lands, and only would 
remain in the revolution service after 
securing promises from the factional 
loaders. For more than a year, how- 
e\er, it has become evident that the 
supposedly* friendly ' aqui was work­ 
ing in conjunction with his wilder 
brother who had remained in the hills. 
Arms and ammunition in large quan­ 
tities given to the Indians enlisted in 
the constitutionalist army w'ere smug­ 
gled on the backs of Yaqui runners 
into the mountain passes and there 
were hidden. 
The enlisted Indians 
would I et urn after an insignificant 
skirmish and demand more ammuni­ 
tion. 
Their Mexican officers di$ not 
dare refuse it. 
Situation More Serious. 
The situation became more serious 
when Jose Maria Maytorena, the Villa 
governor of the state, brought the 
Yaqui troops into Northern Sonora. 
Previously' they had been used only 
against Huerta’s federal troops about 
Guaymas. 
Mavtorena s ^ aquis took 
part in the attacks on the Carranza 
garrisons at Nogales, Naco and Can­ 
a lla. 
Tn former years, under the 
Diaz administration, 
these 
Indians 
had been driven into Southern Sonora 
bv continued fighting along the Ari­ 
zona border, in which they met the 
federal ‘rurales,” Mexico’s rural po­ 
lice, w'hich was considered the most 
efficient fighting arm of the former 
dictator. 
The forceful exiling into 
Southern Mexico of large numbers of 
Yaqui men had failed to break the 
warlike spirit of the race. 
Controlling 
Maytorena 
Government. 
Rumors asserted that the 
Yaqui 
leaders were controlling the Maytor­ 
ena government. 
These were denied 
official until the more recent develop­ 
ments showed that the so-called “pac- 
ifico" Yaquis were working in con-

The Amer­ 
ican colonists had bought the land 
from the Mexican owners, who in 
turn had .secured it through govern-1 
ment or private concessions in about I 
the same manner as the American 
Indian’s territory in the United States 
was colonized and developed. 
The 
state government found itself pow­ 
erless to prevent the raids by the 
‘broncho” Indians on 
the 
American 
settlements since the large propor­ 
tion of Indian troops would not per­ 
mit warfare against their hill tribes- » 
men. 
This led to the sending down | 
the west coast of American marines 
with orders to land if necessary to 
save the lives of the American set­ 
tlers who, though in grave danger. 
would not leave their farms in fear 
of losing their crops and property. 
Rivalry of the Yaquis. 
The Yaquis’ rival, bur first cousin, 
is the Mayo Indian, whose lands close­ 
ly adjoin the Yaqui valley. The Mayo, 
though of good fighting ability and 
frequently victorious over the Yaqui 
tribe, is. of a more peaceful inclina­ 
tion and has retained by diplomatic 
means some valuable farming land. 
The Mayo also entered the I evolu­ 
tionary struggle. 
Large numbers of 
the Mayo braves joined the Carranza 
ranks, and have been assisting ma­ 
terially in the Obregon victories over 
the Villa army in Central Mexico. 
This left the Yaqui in undisputed con­ 
trol in Sonora. 
Tire plan, formerly 
suggested, 
of 
playing 
the 
Mayo 
against the Yaqui, could not be em­ 
ployed, since the bulk of the Mayo 
fighting men had been removed. 
9 The racial characteristics of the 
Yaoui of Mexico are similar to those 
of the Apache, who caused continued 
warfare I"

»r i States. The 
Yaqui is creuiic . v I ’v direct relation­ 
ship to the Apache 
Like his northern 
cousin, the Yaqui has been guilty of 
all manners of 
brutality 
directed 
against his prisoners, and is know*n 
to have employed modes of torture 
as skilful as those 
of 
the 
ancient 
Chinese. 
This has caused a fear of 
the Yaqui which was not due entirely 
to his military ability*. 
The Yaqui 
was the first Mexican tribe to become 
fully armed with rifles, and to become 
skillful in their use. 
Other 
tribes 
along the wesl; coast still employ the 
bow and arrow* for hunting, and in 
some cases in fighting any* alien in­ 
vaders. 
Skilled In Military Methods. 
While retaining his tribal tongue 
and savage customs, the Yaqui be­ 
came skilled in military methods. He 
kept his skillful manner of guerilla 
warfare, but adopted to a large ex­ 
tent some European methods. In the 
attacks on the Sonora-Arizona border 
towns the Yaqui troops made desper­ 
ate assaults on the Carranza trenches, 
charging the positions much in the 
manner of the European soldier. 
It. 
had been difficult to make the Mexi­ 
can troops do this. 
The Yaqui in his natural stage of 
military development had used small 
drums, on 
which 
he 
gave 
simple 
marching orders. 
These drums took 
the place of the voice or trumpet, and 
had the advantage by their peculiar 
noise of making it difficult for the 
enemy* to locate the source of the 
sound. 
In military’ service with his 
Mexican neighbors the Yaqui develop­ 
ed a more extensive system of drum 
signals, until bis officers could com­ 
mand large numbers of men to make 
all manner of movements. 
* 
Battles Won By Drums. 
The Yaqui, unlike other Indians, al­ 


ways had marched in military forma­ 
tion until deployed for action. 
Many 
battles were won merely by the noise 
of their Yaqui drums, which seemed 
to terrorize the enemy* 
when 
the 
sounds of the beats appeared to come 
from all directions, 
in some cases 
a few Yaqui drummers would crawl 
to the enemy’s flanks and by boating 
out some signal make it appear that 
the position was boing surrounded. 
No reliable information is available 
as to the Yarn::’.; actual numerical 
strength, so varying are tho reports of 
the Mexican military authorities and 
American settlers. 
Bot it is known 
that several thousand rules, rogtly 
of military model, are in the bands 
of the Indians, and thai U.;ge ai am us 
of ammunition have been obtained by 
the hill tribesmen.
